Lincoln Parks Ready For Good Weather 


'St. Paul Methodist Church 
F Un\Approves $74,000 Budget

Balmy spring weather means weekend 
outings and Lincoln’s parks attract large 
numbers for picnics, recreational sports and 
“ just lying in the sun.” 
Most popular is the 600-acre Pioneers 
Park southwest o£ the city, but the 21 in- 
city parks also have their attractions. 
This year, an average of 700 cars a day 
will visit Pioneers Park, hitting weekend 
highs of 3,000 to 5,000 on Saturdays and 
Sundays. 
The latest Pioneers attraction Is a pair of 
baby kangaroos, but they will not bo ex­ 
hibited to the public until about the middle 
of June. 


“ Unfortunately,” says Park Supt. James 
Agcr, “ the kangaroos need about another 
month to get acqtkainted and tame down.” 
Placed in a grazing compound soon after 
arrival, one kangaroo jumped in the lake 
and is recovering from a bout with pneu­ 
monia. It was under veterinary rare for a 
fortnight. 
The 2'i-foot baby kangaroos will reach a 
height of 5 feet when full grown. They are 
a year old for all practical purposes, Ager 
said in explaining that a kangaroo i.s con­ 
sidered a year old at 18 months because it 
IS carried in the mother’s pouch for 4 or 5 
months after birth. 
The female was obtained in a trade with 


the Omaha zoo. The male was purchased 
from Oklahoma City as an anonymous gift. 
Other park department activity has been 
the seeding and planting of Woods Park at 
.3.3rd and O, which will have only, limited 
use this year. 
Overall grading and terracing of the park 
and .seeding to brome grass was completed 
this week. Ager said a blue-grass covering 
would not be attempted until irrigation fa­ 
cilities could be developed. 
Plantings of lied Oaks and Pin Oaks on 
33rd street have been completed, and the 
planting of 475 trees and shrubs of various 
varieties Is to begin this week around the 
playground and northwestern picnic area. 


The tree saplihgs are from 6 to 10 feet in 
height and will require 4 to 5 years before 
they will produce much shade. 
Construction of 2 temporary softball back­ 
stops is planned for the playground area. 
Some playground equipment may be ob­ 
tained, but Ager said development of pic­ 
nic facilities wouldn’t begin this year. 
He said it was advisable to let the trees 
and shrubbery get a good start before much 
use of the park is encouraged. 
Lincoln’s other major parks include An­ 
telope with 1.57 acres and rose garden and 
zoo and the 279-acre Oak Lake f^ark with 
fishing and boating lakes, and there are a 
number of smaller parks.

But, on with more important considera­ 
tions. We feel the Air Force did not g o far 
enoug h. Either that, or they have stamped 
the results of their study “ top secret.” Now, 
that latter thoug ht is not so fantastic as it 
mig ht first seem. 
Consider for a moment the habits or cus­ 
toms of Americans. Not only do they turn 
knobs clockwise hut they turn or do ev ery ­ 


thing else with about the same sense of 
compulsion or direction. Ev ery thing turns 
to the right or goes to the right, ex cept at 
“ left turn only ” corners. 
You walk down the rig ht side of the side­ 
walk, drive down the rig ht side of the 
street,

hands, turn the ig nition key to the rig ht and 
on and on and on.

There are times when this compulsion 
fails to work ami you are in for a surpriset 
If, for instance, you g o to turn the TV 
volume down and flip the knob to the rig ht, 
you can g et blasted nearly out of the room. 
Your ears ring tiie rest of the nig ht with 
the words from a blaring commercial. 
There are times, too, when either com­ 
pulsion fails lo work or the plumber has 
play ed y ou a dirty trick and y our natural 
tendencies giv e y ou a terrible shock. Any 
normal person ex pects a faucet to turn on 
with a counter-clockwise or left turn mov e­ 
ment. 
What g reater shock is there than to find 
in a shower that this isn’t the case? You 
turn the cold water faucet to the left, think­ 
ing to take a little heat out of the spray. 
But, 
the 
faucets 
have 
been 
cruelly re- 
__________________ 
versed and you have 
turned the cold water 
down instead. This will 
g et you out of a shower 
in a hurry. And think 
of the amateur mechanics who have all but 
turned the head off of a boll with reversed 
threads 
which 
tig htens 
up 
with 
a left- 
handed or counter-clockwise motion. 
Of course, we will g ive the Russians cred­ 
it for knowing all about these human ten­ 
dencies. But think of the havoc that could 
be wroug ht by 
reversing all 
the knobs 
dials, handles, threads and other items we 
all use according to impulse.

Rome Sees Forty 


Years Of Change 


Does Not Bode Well 


The Bureau of Reclamation at Wash­ 
ing ton has announced that within two years 
it will supply the East River Electric Co­ 
operative of South Dakota with 5,000 kilo- 
watts of secondary power from the Missouri 
Basin source. 
It was a relatively modest transaction but 
of considerably more sig nificance to Ne­ 
braska than the surface reveals. 
Secondary power is not firm power but 
seasonal power. In this case it is sum m er 
power. Nebraska, a totally public power 
state, is interested in both firm and second­ 
ary power from the Basin. Its irrig ation and 
air conditioning loads make it especially in­ 


terested in secondary summer power. 
The Washing ton decision upsets a long 
standing interpretation of basin preference 
which held that South Dakota loads are 
such that it has hold an inferior position in 
summer preference. The East River decision 
did not follow a chang e in South Dakota 
power characteristics. Rather it opened the 
field to a dual source whereby South Da­ 
kota can supply its year round requirement 
by acquiring summer power from the Basin 
and winter power from another source. 
The decision can g reatly alter Nebraska’s 
participation in basin benefits to its detri­ 
ment. 


It's Up To You 


It is ol d stuff t o readers and a l ot of 
peo­ 
ple are probably sick of hearing it hut it 
should he pointed out ag ain that Tuesday is 
election day and the type of g overnment we 
have for the next few years depends upon 
the voters. If the citizens fail to exercise 
their rig ht to vote, they have no basis for 
objecting to whatever they g et out of their 
public officials. 
With officials and politicians predicting a 
record lig ht turnout, it would be a most wel­ 
come sig n if these words had to be eaten on 
Wednesday 
morning .

poor turnout 
of 
voters does more harm than merely depriv­ 
ing a state or community of truly repre­ 
sentative g overnment for a period of a few 
years. 
The failure to vote by some people shows 
a definite lack of respect for and under­ 
standing of our form of g overnment and 
our elective processes. Certainly this atti­ 
tude rubs off to a deg ree in the obtaining 


of qualified candidates for office. It leads 
to too g reat a possibility for party control 
and from that, control over candidates and 
elected officials. 
People have not just the rig ht to vote— 
they have a duty and oblig ation to do so. 
For only in this way will our freedoms he 
retained and our g overnment kept on a hig h 
level. 
This Tuesday ihere are at stake nomina­ 
tions for important offices on the local level 
plus top positions in the state and in Con­ 
g ress. In addition, there is a sing le im­ 
portant city issue for authorization to sell 
now useless pieces of property at 23rd and 
O and 48 th and Walker. 
It would be a discourag ing thing if these 
important offices and the city issue were 
settled by only a handful of the people. The 
time you take to vote Tuesday will be time 
well spent and an act of which you can be 
proud.

They g o back a 
long wav and encompass a 
lot of the heartaches, the 
woes, the political ups and 
downs, and the g reat human 
victories of Italy. 


The first memory g oes back 
to the days before Mussolini, 
rig ht after World War 1, 
when I arrived in Rome with 
a knapsack on my back, an

young 
tourist 
taking a couple of weeks off 
from postwar reconstruction 
work in Monteneg ro to g aze 
bug -eyed at the wonders of 
ancient Rome. Rome was 
sleepy, letharg ic and delig ht­ 
ful.

Fiume, parts of Austria and 
the Adriatic Coast. Stopping

A Rose By Any Other Name 


A few years ag o Charles F, Brannan, a 
Democrat, was secretary of Ag riculture. 
He was concerned about ag ricultural over­ 
production and how to avert it without 
breaking either the country or the farmer. 


With that in mind he proposed a farm 
prog ram chang e. Let the farmer raise as 
much as he pleased and sell it all, both into 
domestic and foreig n trade at what the 
market will pay. At the end of the crop year 
compute what parity would have paid him 
on the basis of domestic consumption. If he 
had received less than parity, levy a pro­ 
cessing tax, and pay him the difference be­ 
tween parity and what he actually g ot. But 
g ive him no subsidy for what he raised in 
excess of domestic need. 
We doubt the plan was Brannan’s orig inal 
conception. Australia used a quite similar 
one during World War II. 
When the Republican party heard of the 
proposal, it threw its Sunday hat on the 
g round, stomped on it and vowed that the 
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Democrats had reached the absolute, ulti­ 
mate 
limit 
of 
national 
destruction. 
It 
straig htway offered to save the country 
henceforth and forever from the horrible 
end Mr. Brannan had fig ured out. That 
scared the wits out of the majority of the 
people and almost ever since they have 
been under the stern protection of the GOD. 
Well how stern? 
Brannan’s name was expung ed but his 
idea wasn't. One of the early proposals of 
the GOP was a two-price farm support 
system. It was just the Brannan plan with 
its mustache shaved off and its pocket 
picked. 
Two years ag o Secretary Benson invoked 
the Brannan plan under another name for 
the wool trade. 
Now comes the Eisenhower administra­ 
tion proposing to do for the mining com­ 
panies what Brannan would have done lor 
ag riculture. It would let the producers of 
copper, lead, zinc, tung sten and fluorspar 
sell at the g oing market with the g uarantee 
that the g overnment would pick up the 
check for the difference between that and 
what they oug ht to g et. 
The only difference between that and the 
Brannan plan is that it benefits mining in­ 
stead of ag riculture, and also that it is 
striking ly more g enerous. The g overnment 
would put up $16 0 million the first year for 
an industry that contains but 100,000 work­ 
ers. At that scale the plan would subside 
ag riculture at the rate of an estimated $48 
billion a year. 


Just Depends 


The papers say Secretary of Ag riculture 
E zra Taft Benson plans to visit Russia this 
summer. P he is g oing over to find out how 
to keep ag ricultural production down he 
couldn't g o to a more expert place. If he 
is g oing over to g et some professional ad­ 
vice on how to make it hard on people, he 
should save his time and money, As an 
amateur he's doing a bang up job of that 
now.

as the principal obstacles to 
peace.

A space scientist in New 
York is proposing that hu­ 
mans some day will s a i l 
through space almost ex act­ 
ly like Columbus s a i l e d 
across the Atlantic Ocean. 
What 
are the conditions 
necessary 
to 
sail 
through 
space? 
First, a v ehicle must set 
off from a manned space sta­ 
tion orbitting the earth. Once 
a satellite is orbitting, i t s 
crew will be able to build 
such a prefabricated space 
ship. 
What sort of “ sail” would 
be needed’ Let’s consult the 
author of the idea. 
He is Dr. Richard L. Gar­ 
win of Columbia Univ ersity , 
and he proposes use of a 
plastic sail which w i l l be 
equal in mass to the space 
ship itself. His sail would he 
so thin that a stack of fifty 
will be just as thick as a 
human hair. Two s q u a r e 
y ards of it would weigh about 
one ounce. 
Dr. Garwin would coat the 
sail with aluminum which 
would double the radiation 
pressure ex erted on it. The 
pressure of the sun’s radia­ 
tion at our earth’s distance 
from the sun would be suf­ 
ficient to accelerate the space 
ship at six -hundredths of an 
inch per second. To put it 
another way , it would accel­ 
erate the space ship with one 
six -thousandth that of t h e 
force of g r a v i t y at the 
earth’s surface.

As an ex ample, suppose we 
hav e a 20-pound Vanguard 
satellite in the sky and w'e 
want to place it in a larger 
orbit. We begin by building 
a sail some 7 5 y ards in di­ 
ameter. This sail is to be at­ 
tached to the satellite by 2,- 
000-foot shroud ribbons. 
As 
the 
satellite 
swings 
around the earth and is mov ­ 


ing toward the sun, the sail 
is furled. But when the sat­ 
ellite is mov ing away from 
the sun, the sail is unfurled 
and the radiation pressure 
of the sun acts to speed up 
the satellite in its path. An 
increase in speed results in 
a higher altitude. 
Since the sail c oul d be 
furled and unfurled in about 
8 0 seconds, very little time 
or energ y would be lost. The 
power required to open and 
collapse the sail could be fur­ 
nished by a silicon solar cell 
with an area of 
a b o u t 
a 
squarj yard. 
The most important thing 
about Dr. Garwin’s plan is 
that it would do away almost, 
entirely with the need for the 
stag g ering ly c o s t l y fuels 
needed foe a rocket ship. In 
addition, there never would 
be any fear of running out 
of fuel.

But there is another ad­ 
vantag e for certain s p a c e 
trips. 
Take a trip to the planet 
Venus, for example. 
W i t h 
chemical 
fuels speeding a 
space ship along the most 


trip would take roug hly about 
two years. 
But since Venus Is closer 
to the sun than to the earth, 
we could get a space ship 
into the grav itational pull of 
the sun by ex panding the 
sail to slow the ship up (by 
using the sail’s force as a 
brake) and spiral in toward 
Venus. 
On Ihe return trip we could 
sail directly back to earth. 
This way the trip would take 
about a year. 
If the sail eventually could 
be made of thinner material 
- and a plastic with a thick­ 
ness of one thirty-thousandth 
of an inch is considered - 
the sail could be a g ood bit 
larg er with the same weig ht. 
This would propel the ship 
even faster. With such an 
improved sail the ship could 
escape from the e a r t h in 
about a week and 
a round 
trip to Venus could be com­ 
pleted in about five weeks. 
Up to now we have been 
impressed with the tremen­ 
dous amounts of power need­ 
ed for space travel. Now' we 
find that the small amounts 
of energ y in the radiation of 
the sun mav do this for us.

The Bureau of Reclamation at Wash­ 
in gton has an n oun ced that within two y ears 
it will supply the East Hiver Electric Co­ 
operative of South Dakota with 5,000 kilo­ 
watts of .secon dary power from the Mis.souri 
Basin source. 
It was a relatively modest tran saction but 
of con siderably more sign ifican ce to Ne­ 
braska than the surface reveals. 
Secon dary power is n ot firm power but 
season al power. In thi.s case it is summer 
power. Nebraska, a totally public jiower 
stale, is in tere.sted in both firm an d secon d­ 
ary power from the Basin . Its irrigation an d 
tir con dition in g loads make it especially in ­ 


tere.sted in secon dary summer power. 
The Washin gton decision upsets a lon g 
stan din g in terpretation of basin preferen ce 
which held that South Dakota loads are 
such that it has held an in ferior position in 
summer preferen ce. The East Hiver decision 
did n ot follow a chan ge in South Dakota 
power characteristics. Rather it open ed the 
field to a dual .source whereby South Da­ 
kota can supply its y ear roun d requiremen t 
by acquirin g summer power from the Hasm 
an d win ter power from an other source. 
The decision can greatly alter Nebraska’.s 
participation in basin ben efits to its detri­ 
men t.

The failure to vote by some people shows 
a defin ite lack of respect for an d un der­ 
stan din g of our form of govern men t an d 
our elective proce.sses. Certain ly this atti­ 
tude rubs oft to a degree in the obtain in g 


of qualified can didates for office. It lead.s 
to too great a possibility for party con trol 
an d from that, con trol over can didates an d 
elected officials. 
People have n ot just the right to vote— 
they have a duty an d obligation to do so. 
For on ly in this w'ay will our freedoms be 
retain ed an d our govern men t kept on a high 
level. 
This Tuesday there are at .stake n omin a­ 
tion s for importan t offices on the local level 
plus top position s in the state an d in Con ­ 
gress. In addition , there is a sin gle im­ 
portan t city issue for authorization to sell 
n ow useless pieces of property at 23rd an d 
O an d 48 th an d Walker. 
It would be a discouragin g thin g if these 
importan t offices an d the city issue were 
settled by on ly a han dful of the people. The 
time y ou lake to vote Tuesday will be tun e 
well spen t an d an act of which y ou can be 
proud.

work in iMon ten egro to gaze 
bug-ey ed at the won ders of 
an cien t Home. Home was 
sleepy , lethargic an d delight­ 
ful. It was also awash with 
patriotic boasts that It alon e 
had won the war an d of n a­ 
tion alistic 
deman ds 
f o r 
Fiume, parts of Austria an d 
the Adriatic Coast. Stoppin g 
in Flume en route back to 
Yugoslavia I was arrested 


by swaggerin g Italian cara­ 
bin ieri because 1 spoke Serb. 
An American passport an d 
proof that I was born in the 
di.stan t city of Flvan ston , III, 
fin ally won my release. That 
was in 1920. 


My n ext memory of Italy 
was in 1923. Mussolin i had 
just taken over. It was his 
proud boast that the train s 
n ow ran on time. They did. 
But travelin g from Milan to 
Rome, in y trun k was n eatly 
rifled, a pair of gold cuff 
lin ks 
removed. 
May be, 
I 
thought, the n ew F'a.scist re­ 
gime eould do with less ef- 
fieien ey an d more hon esty . 
I have 
thought of 
that 
man y times durin g recen t 
visits an d especially 
today

Italy prepares

At that scale the plan would subside 
agriculture at the rate of an estimated $48 
billion a y ear.

If he is goin g over to fin d out how 
to keep agricultural production down he 
couldn ’t go to a more expert place. If he 
is goin g over to get some profession al ad­ 
vice on how' to make it hard on people, he 
should save his time an d mon ey .

sian s. 
What makes the parallel 
more strikin g is tliat the four

the heart of the diplomatic 
talks in Moscow'. An d Gro­ 
my ko, as blan k-faced a n cl 
un smilin g then as n ow, was 
the Soviet deputy durin g that 
futile marathon in Paris. 
The .Vin erican determin a­ 
tion today is n ot to break- 
off the talks, or at least n ot 
un til they have groun d out a 
harvest of iiy et’s an d n o’s so 
overwhelmin g as to demon ­ 
strate the uselessn ess of con ­ 
tin uin g. It is possible that 
the basic differen ces will. In 
the en d, be taken to a for­ 
eign min isters con feren ce for 
a more or less public dem­ 
on stration of the futility of 
n egotiatin g so lon g as the 
western powers are deter­ 
min ed to keep the reun ifica­ 
tion of German y on 
t h e 
agen da an d the Russian s put 
forward proposals, such as 
a n oiiaggression pact, that 
the West labels propagan ­ 
da. 


All this could, of course, 
chan ge o ve r n i gh t if the 
Kremlin — P r i m e Min ister 
Xikita S. Khrushchev, that 
IS were sudden ly to reverse 
the diplomatic gears a n d 
meet the western deman d 
for discussion of the prob­ 
lems that the West regards 
as the prin cipal obstacles to 
peace. But n o on e has the 
slightest expectation 
t h a t 
this will happen . 
These same sources s a y 
Khrushchev has the support 
of the hierarchy of the Com­ 
mun ist party an d the presi­ 
dium of the Supreme Soviet 
They may at times feel he 
is too impulsive an d t o o 
ready with wild swin gs in 
on e direction or the other.

A Space scien tist in New 
York is proposin g that hu­ 
man s some day will s a i l 
through space almost exact­ 
ly like Columbus s a i l e d 
across the Atlan tic Ocean . 
What are the con dition s 
n ecessary 
to sail through 
space? 
F’irst, a vehicle must set 
off from a man n ed space sta­ 
tion orbittin g the earth. On ce 
a satellite is orbittin g, i t s 
crew will be able to build 
such a prefabricated space 
ship. 
What sort of “ sail” would 
be n eeded? Let’s con sult the 
author of the idea. 
He is Dr. Richard L. Gar- 
win of Columbia Un iversity , 
an d he proposes use of a 
plastic sail which w i l l be 
equal in mass to the space 
ship itself. His sali would be 
so thin that a stack of fifty 
will be just as thick as a 
human hair. Two s q u a r e 
y ards of H would weigh about 
on e oun ce. 
Dr. Garwin would coat the 
sail with alumin um which 
would double the radiation 
pressure exerted on it. The 
pressure of the sun ’s radia­ 
tion at our earth’s distan ce 
from the sun would be suf­ 
ficien t to accelerate the space 
ship at six-hun dredths of an 
in ch per secon d. To put it 
an other way , it would accel­ 
erate the space ship with on e 
six-thousan dth that of t h e 
force of gr a v i t y at the 
earth’s surface. 
☆ "O ☆ 
As an example, suppose we 
have a 20-poun d Van guard 
satellite in the sky an d we 
wan t to place it in a larger 
orbit. We begin by buildin g 
a sail some 75 y ards in di­ 
ameter. This sail is to be at­ 
tached to the satellite by 2,- 
000-foot shroud ribbon s. 
As 
the 
satellite 
swin gs 
aroun d the earth an d is mov- 


in g toward the sun , the sail 
is furled. But when the sat­ 
ellite is movin g away from 
the sun , the sail is un furled 
an d the radiation pressure 
of the sun acts to speed up 
the satellite in Its path. An 
in crease in speed results in 
a higher altitude. 
Sin ce the sail c o u l d be 
furled an d un furled 
about 
8 0 secon d.s, very little time 
or en ergy would be lost. The 
power required to open an d 
collapse the sail could be fur­ 
n ished by a silicon solar cell 
with an area of a b o u t a 
squari y ard. 
The most importan t thin g 
about Dr. Garwin ’s plan is 
that it would do away almost 
en tirely with the n eed for the 
staggerin gly c o s t l y fuels 
n eeded foe a rocket ship. In 
addition , there n ever would 
be an y fear of run n in g out 
of fuel. 
i?r liV 
But there is an other ad­ 
van tage for certain s pa c e 
trips. 
Take a trip to the plan et 
Ven us, for example. W i t h 
chemical fuels speedin g a 
space ship alon g the most 


trip would take roughly about 
two y ears. 
But sin ce Ven us Is closer 
to the sun than to the earth, 
we could get a space ship 
in to the gravitation al pull of 
the sun by expan din g the 
sail to slow the ship up (by 
usin g the sail’s force as a 
brake) an d spiral in toward 
Ven us. 
On the return trip we could 
sail directly back to earth. 
This way the trip would take 
about a y ear. 
If the sail even tually could 
be made of thin n er material 
—an d a plastic with a thick­ 
n ess of on e Ihirty -thousan dlh 
of an in ch is con sidered-- 
the sail could be a good bit 
larger with the same weight. 
This would propel the ship 
even faster. With such an 
improved sail the ship could 
escape from the e a r t h in 
about a week an d a roun d 
trip to Ven us could be com­ 
pleted in about five weeks. 
Up to n ow we have been 
impressed with the tremen ­ 
dous amoun ts of power n eed­ 
ed for space travel. Now we 
fin d that the small amoun ts 
of en ergy in the radiation of 
the sun may do this for v>.
